The Manner of His capture In ublcmgo- 


Brought Back Chained to Another 


Prisoner. 


Tbe BMPDBLIOAN laat evening announc- 


ed that J. W. Ortb, the dude clerk, bad 
been arrested at Chicago for stealing from 
hit employers, Linn A Scruggs. Marshal 
Mason caught bimeuy, though of course 
it took some cool head work to nab the 
alleged crook. Ortb had told Park Ham- 
mer to send bis 9100 from Millikiu's 
bank to the Oboates House, Chicago. 
The request was made Sunday afternoon 
before Orth's little chat with Mr. Linn at 
the St. Nicholas Hotel. Orth's sudden 
flight prevented him from seeing Hammer 
again, and so, after he not away, tbe clerk 
naturally drifted to Chicago to get big 
hand on the money that be believed 
would be forwarded to him. Mason hoard 
of tbe arrangement, and he bad a letter 
addressed to Orth's brother in care of the 
Ohoates House, He went to Chicago ou 
tbe same train that carried tbe letter. 
Arriving there he] conferred with Mandcl 
Bros., by whom tbe Chicago Ortb is 
employed, and Detective Hnrtman was 
called iu to shadow tbe tloor-walker. Tbe 
latter went to the Cboates House, found 
tbe letter, and then went direct to Ihe 
Fiek House and banded tbe epistle to J. 
W. Ortb, who was at once taken in custo- 
dy by tbe detective, to whom Marshal 
Mason had banded the warrant, Tho 
prisoner was taken to tbe Harrison street 
station, and there kept in jail from Toes- 
day forenoon until Wednesday morning. 
He bad a revolver, a pair of knucks, nud 
about $25 in cash on bis person. 


ANOTHIR CAITU1IE, 


Detective Imboden, of tbe Wabnsb, ac- 


companied Mason to Chicago; aud after 
Ortb was jugged, they started out to look 
for one Tobias Kinder, n party charged 
with breaking open a Wnbnnh ear. He 
was formerly a Wnbnsh freight conductor 
on tbe Chicago Division, and made his 
home at iMouticello. Ho is said to have 
been at tbe bead of a gang of car-break- 
ers, Kinder was found by Mason, who 
placed him under arrest. 


RETURN TO DUOATUH.

matter' of safety ,|Orth and Kinder— 


the former faultlessly attired, nnd tho lat- 
ter not so uobbily dressed— wore chained 
together with a pair of handcuffs, nud 
both were safely lodged in tbo county 
jail last evening at about 4 o'clock, Orth 
taking tho cell vacated by J. J. Raedig. 
The prisoners in tbo jail gave Ortb u 
warm reception. While he was iu tbo jnil 
office submitting to the search of his per- 
son, tbe boys inside cried out, "Bring in 
tbedudet Bring in the dude!" But they 
didn't keep it up long. At the depot 
there was quite a crowd of curious people 
who had turned out to witness tho arrival 
of tbe marshal nnd his celebrated prisoner. 


Orth has stated that after he left Doca- 


tur Sunday night bo walked to Boody 
whore bo got on a freight train and rode 
to Blue Mound. Ho remained there un- 
til a passenger train came along, nnd 
went to Mitchell, near Bridge Junction, 
where be boarded a Chicago & Alton 
train, and arrived in Chicago Monday 
evening about 12 hours ahead of Marshal 
Mason, the latter arriving there Tuesday 
morning, 


Tbe grand jury which is now in session 


will no doubt indict Orth for stealing, BO 
he will escape the annoyance of n prelim- 
inary bearing before a justice, Ho re- 
fusee to converse with nuvono about his 
trouble. He has bad a conference with 
Mr. Buckingham, who will defend him 
at tbe trial. 


Orth has lived in Docatur about n year, 


and during that time has been iu tho em- 
ploy of Linn ft Scruggs. No one appears 
to know where he hails from, and whether 
or not he has a rich father or uncle has 
not yet developed.
